CONDITIONS OF SALE. 


1. The Cattle will be exposed separately according to the numbers in the 
following Catalogue. The Auctioneers reserve the right to refuse any bid with- 
out assigning any reason. The highest offerer of each lot will be preferred to the 
purchase (subject to Article 3)—each offer exceeding the former by at least one 
guinea. All entries must be clearly tattooed in the ear with their correct tattoo 
letters and numbers in accordance with the Regulations of the Shorthorn Society, 
and any animal found not being so tattooed will be reported to the Directors 
of the Scottish Shorthorn Breeders’ Association, and such animal may be rejected 
from the Show and Sale. Twins must be so described, also whether twin with 
a bull or heifer. 


2. The pedigree of each animal is guaranteed to be correct and registered or 
accepted for registration in Coates’ Herd Book by the person whose name 
appears as the Exposer, but every animal is sold subject to all faults otherwise, 
with the exception that if a bull has only one Testicle down, the Owner must 
make intimation to this effect in the Catalogue. No liability whatever is under- 
taken by the Auctioneers for the statements appearing in the Catalogue or made 
at the Sale. The Exposer who supplies such statements is alone responsible for 
any error or mis-statement. Animals affected with any disease of an infectious 
nature or animals out of an infected Herd are strictly prohibited from being 
brought to the premises occupied or used by the Company at the time and should 
any such be brought, the Owner or Consigner will be held responsible for all 
damage or loss occasioned thereby. 


3. The Exposers reserve the right to fix a reserve price, and to announce same 
before the bidding begins or during the time of the bidding or at the conclusion 
thereof. The-right to bid by or on behalf of the Seller in terms of the Sal 
of Goods Act, 1893, is expressly reserved. Every animal must be the bona fide 
property of the Exposer at the time of Sale. 


4. Immediately after each purchase is declared, the risk of the animal shall 
be exclusively with the Buyer, and it is declared that until a settlement shall 
be made in terms of these Conditions the delivery of the animal shall be 
suspended. The right of property shall not pass until the price is paid. 


5. Immediately after the Sale all lots must be paid for in cash to the 
Auctioneers. The price being paid, each lot shall be taken away at the Buyer’s 
expense within one day after the sale thereof. Lots shall only be removeable 
from the Auctioneers’ possession on a written order from their clerk, and any 
lot removed in contravention of this condition may be recovered brevi manu by 
the Auctioneers. 


6. Should any Buyer fail to pay for and remove his purchase in compliance with 
the above Conditions, the Auctioneers in their option may either (a) sue the 
Buyer for the price and interest thereon at the rate of Six per Centum per 
Annum and.for the keep of, and any other expense incurred by them in 
connection with such purchase, or (b) re-sell the Lot either publicly or privately 
and recover from the defaulting buyer the deficiency (if any) attending such 
re-sale and interest thereon as aforesaid together with the keep and all other 
expenses. In either case, the Auctioneers shall have the right to sue at their 
own instance without the consent of the Owner or Consigner, and no defence 


ee 


whatever in such action shall be competent to the Buyer who shall have recourse 
against the Owner or Consigner alone. 


7. If any animal be sold with option to ‘‘ Test,’’ such condition shall not 
operate to suspend the sale or the passing of the risk but shall have effect only 
as follows :— 


(a) The condition shall be provable only by entry in the Auctioneers’ Sale 
Roll. 


(>) The option to test shall only operate in the case of bulls realising 75 
guineas or over, and females realising 50 guineas or over. The 
Purchaser may require the Intradermal or Subcutaneous Test for 
Tuberculosis. The Purchaser may also require the animal to be submit- 
ted to an Agglutination Test for Contagious Abortion at a Laboratory 
approved by the Ministry of Agriculture, and to a test for John’s 
Disease with the biological product known as Johnin. Notice in 
writing of the intention of the Purchaser to carry out such tests must 
be given to the Auctioneers before, or immediately after, termination 
of the Sale. 

The test shall be made by a Veterinary Surgeon to be mutually chosen 
between Buyer and Seller or, failing their agreement, to be chosen by 
the Auctioneers. 
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(d) The test or tests shall only be made when the animal is (in the opinion 
of the chosen Veterinary Surgeon) in a fit state for testing. The time 
for testing shall be limited to three weeks after Sale, with power, 
however, to the Auctioneers to extend the period of testing from time 
to time if they, after hearing the chosen Veterinary Surgeon, deem 
such extension reasonable. 
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The declaration of the chosen Veterinary Surgeon that the animal has 
been duly tested and the result of his test shall be final and binding on 
both Seller and Buyer. 

(f) If the animal be so declared not to have passed the test, the Buyer shall 
have the right to require the Seller to re-purchase the animal at the 
price of the original sale. Such requisition shall be notified in writing 
to the original Seller, and from the date of receipt of such notice the 
risk and expense of the animal shall be transferred to him. 

(g) In any case where the option to test is exercised, the Auctioneers 

shall be entitled to retain the price until the result of the test is 

declared. 


(h) The expense of any such test or tests shall be borne by the Purchaser. 


8. Should an Exposer wish to warrant a bull as being a good server and 
stock-getter or such other qualified warranty as the Exposer may wish to give, 
such warranty shall be included and shall form part of the description of the 
bull as shown in the printed Catalogue. Should a warranty of good service and 
stock-getter be given, and should it be established subsequent to the Sale that 
the bull is incapable of service, or while capable of service is incapable of 
getting stock, a Purchaser shall be entitled, within sixteen weeks from the 
date of the Sale, to intimate such incapacity to the Vendor, and if such 


incapacity shall be proved by a Certificate of a Veterinary Surgeon mutually 
chosen, the Vendor shall be bound to accept delivery of the bull and refund the 
Purchaser the full purchase price of the bull. To establish a Claim under this 
condition, the Purchaser must give notice of his claim within sixteen weeks of 
the Sale. Should the Purchaser and Vendor not agree upon the appointment 
of a Veterinary Surgeon to examine the bull, the Auctioneers shall appoint 
a Veterinary Surgeon for this purpose and shall decide by which party the 
Veterinary Surgeon’s fees and expenses shall be paid. In his certificate 
the Veterinary Surgeon must state that he has examined the bull, that its 
impotence or incapacity is not due to injury suffered or illness contracted 
since the purchase, and that he has also examined the cows or heifers upon 
which the bull has been tried and found them in a normal breeding state or 
condition, and he shall give his reasons for declaring the bull ineffective and 
incapable of getting stock. Notwithstanding the right of the Purchaser to 
return the bull to the Vendor on the ground of impotency or incapacity, the 
Vendor shall in no case be liable under this condition for a sum exceeding 
the amount for which the bull was sold (plus any expenses which may be 
awarded by the Auctioneers against the Vendor in terms of this paragraph) 
less its saleable value at the date of the Veterinary Surgeon’s Certificate. In 
respect of bulls purchased for export, no claim under this Article shall be valid 
unless made prior to the shipment of the bull or within sixteen weeks of the 
Sale whichever is the earlier date. 

9. All females born after Ist August, 1949, must be certified to have passed the 
Agglutination Test for Contagious Abortion within three months of date of 
Sale, or must have been vaccinated. The blood samples for the Agglutination 
Test must have been taken by a Veterinary Surgeon and submitted by him to 
an approved laboratory. Animals having passed the test must not, prior to 
the Show and Sale, come into contact with any animal that is known to be 
infected with Contagious Abortion. The entry of any animal which has not 
passed the Agglutination Test but which has been vaccinated, can only be 
accepted providing that one of the following certificates (signed by a Veterinary 
Surgeon) is. supplied :— 

(a) That the animal was inoculated with Br. Abortus Vaccine No. 1 
(Strain 19) when between four and eight months old and within three 
years of date of Sale, or 

(b) That the animal having passed the Agglutination Test was then 
vaccinated within fourteen days with Br. Abortus Vaccine No. 1 (Strain 
19) when over eight months old and within three years of date of Sale, or 

(c) That the animal having been previously vaccinated in accordance with 
either (a) or (b) was re-vaccinated within three years of the previous 
vaccinations and not more than three years prior to date of Sale. 

10. All cows and heifers that are stated in the Catalogue as having been served 
or artificially inseminated not less than twelve weeks before the date of Sale, or 
stated as having been running with a bull between dates (the later of which is 
not less than twelve weeks before date of Sale), will be guaranteed to be in-calf to 
the service date or between dates and to the bull stated in the Catalogue, unless 
any alteration is announced at the time of Sale. Heifers which have not had a 
calf and which are sold unserved shall be so guaranteed. All claims which may 
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be competent under this Condition must be intimated to the Auctioneers within 
sixteen weeks of the Sale, but in respect of females purchased for export a 
claim must be made prior to the shipment of the animal or within the said 
period of sixteen weeks whichever is the earlier date. To establish any claim 
under this Condition the Purchaser and Vendor shall mutually agree upon a 
Veterinary Surgeon to examine the animal, and failing agreement a Veterinary 
Surgeon shall be appointed by the Auctioneers. In his Certificate the Veterinary 
Surgeon must state that the condition of the animal was not due to any injury 
or disease contracted since the Sale. Should a claim be established and made 
as a result of the Veterinary Surgeon’s Certificate the Vendor shall be bound 
to accept delivery of the cow or heifer (as the case may be) and refund to the 
Purchaser the full purchase price of the animal which shall be at the Vendor’s 
risk and expense as from the date of the notification to the Vendor of the 
Veterinary Surgeon’s decision. Failing agreement between the Vendor and the 
Purchaser the Auctioneers shall decide by which party the Veterinary Surgeon’s 
fees and expenses shall be paid. 

11. No undertaking of the Auctioneers or their servants to take charge of any 
animal after the Sale or to forward it to its destination shall be held to impose 
upon the Auctioneers any legal obligation or vitiate any of the foregoing 
conditions. 

12. If any dispute—other than (a) a dispute or question relating to the conduct 
of the Sale and (b) a dispute for the settlement of which provision has been made 
in terms of these Conditions—shall arise regarding any Shorthorn animal 
registered in Coates’ Herd Book and sold at this Sale, such dispute shall be 
referred to the Council of the Shorthorn Society of Great Britain and Ireland 
as sole Arbiters for settlement, and the decision of the Council shall be final and 
binding on all parties to the dispute. 

13. Private Sale. Each animal entered in the Catalogue must be offered for 
sale by Auction before any private sale shall be allowed or recognised by the 
Auctioneers. The usual commission must be paid on all animals afterwards sold 
privately within the premises of the Auctioneers. 

14. Without prejudice to the foregoing Conditions of Sale it is hereby expressly 
declared that the Exposer by selling and the Purchaser by purchasing any animal 
in terms of the Conditions of Sale shall be bound by the above Conditions of Sale 
and shall be bound, where a dispute is referred to a Veterinary Surgeon, to accept 
the verdict or decision of the Veterinary Surgeon as final and binding on both 
Exposer and Purchaser. Neither party shall have any recourse to law in respect 
of said dispute otherwise than on the ground of fraud. 

15. The Auctioneer is appointed Judge of the Sale, to whom are hereby sub- 
mitted all disputes and differences of any kind which may arise at and in 
relation to the Auction, either between Exposers and Offerers or among Offerers 
themselves. His decision shall be final and binding on all parties.

ALTOGETHER 607 Shorthorns were catalogued for the 86th show and sale held by Messrs Mac- 
donald, Fraser & Co. (Ltd.) at Perth this week. Last year’s total was 493. This year there 
were 492 bulls and 115 females. Trade on the first day was possibly the best ever experienced at 
Perth; but with the large entry trade fell away on the second day when more than one in four of 
the younger bulls were withdrawn. For 427 cattle sold the sum of 124,679 gs, was obtained, giving 
‘an all-round average of £307 10s 4d. Last year 375 head realised. 98,470 gs. and averaged £275 
14s 3d. This year 334 bulls averaged £358 143 5d compared with £298 5s 3d for 316 last year. 
Many of the best animals were bought for export, including more than 40 heifers for North America ; 
and about 70 bulls, more than half of them for Argentina, while others went to U.S.A., Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, and South Africa. The value of animals for export was well over £60,000. 
Mr Denis J. Cadzow, Duncrahill, won the championship with a bull which sold at 1600 gs., and 
Major P. H. Henderson, Lawton, was reserve with a bull which made the top price of 6600 gs.— 
both for Argentina. As last year the reserve senior and junior champions were from Calrossie, 


and these sold at 3000 gs. and 3500 gs.

the midst of a period of agricultural change 
and improvement very much as we are 
living in to-day; and then, as now, the 
changes were not all popular. Mr Dobie 
comments that in the 187 years that have 
passed since Dr Singer's) Survey was pub- 
lished, Dumfriesshire has changed less than 
the industrial areas of Scotland, “‘ but 
eyen here the changes are immense, and 
not all of them for the better.” This 18 
very much an echo of Dr Singer's com- 
ment: ‘here is a fashion in agriculture 
as well as in other things... . A judicious 
attention to a legitimate portion of these 
old fashions would be an improvement 
even on the present style of farming. 
The booklet deals in successive chapters 
with land improvement; manures and iime; 
ercps; grasses, clover and rotations ; farm 
stock, implements and machinery; build- 
ings, dykes and drains; men, wages, food 
and education; and miscellaneous matters. 
One of the greatest changes in farming 
since 1812 is the development of dairy- 
ing in the county. Dairy farming as now 
understood was not practised in Dumfries- 
shire in the time that Dr Singer wrote. 
The farmer kept cows to provide his own 
family with milk and butter, and any 
surplus was sold as such, or made into 
butter or cheese for sale. Where milk pro- 
duction was a primary object Ayrshire 
cattle were preferred, but generally Gallo- 
ways were the favourites. This booklet 
will be found of great interest by many of 
our readers who want to know something 
of old-time conditions and practices in 
farming and who may not be able to obtain 
Dr Singer’s book or even to wade through 
ii if they can obtain it. 


N address on: ‘‘ Production of Meat. in

Referring to Dr 
John Hammond’s suggestion that suitable 
older dairy cows which — on account of 
mastitis-or some other reason—were being 
culled rather too early, should be bred to 
a beef type bull, Dr Hopkirk said this 
would at least provide good veal. The 
present rigid controls were a bar to the 
quick growing catch crop of meat from 
pigs and poultry. Many men who could 
keep one or two pigs and a number of 
fowls, rearing them on scraps and only a 
small ration of grain, simply could not be 
bothered to cope with the forms and regu- 
lations. As a veterinarian, Dr Hopkirk 
felt that the strongesé objection should be 
taken to any authority which permitted 
the import of meat from a country from 
which a contagious disease was likely to 
be introduced. The taxpayer had to foot 
the bill for eradication of foot-and-mouth 
disease, swine fever, and fowl pest intro- 
duced in this way, while there were 
countries within the Empire free from 
these diseases. 


HERE was an interesting discussion 
on the. respectiye merits of Short- 
horn, British Friesian and Ayrshire cattle, 
at a recent meeting of the Caldbeck Far- 
mers’ Discussion Group. Mr J. H. 
Faulder, County -Agricultural Officer for 
Cumberland, stated that until about 25 
years ago the dairy cattle of Cumberland 
were Shorthorn, and he believed that Cald- 
beck was still a stronghold of the Shorthorn 
—but since then they had seen the 
premier Scottish dairy breed finding favour 
with many Cumberland dairy farmers, and 
they had also seen the establishment of 
the British Friesian—a beast’ which had 
made great strides and had become very 
popular. The Cumberland Agricultural 
Fixecutive Committee had done much to 
improve the live stock of. the county, he 
added; and he was glad to see that there 
were far fewer cross-bred cattle now im 
Cumberland than there were just a few 
years ago. He also emphasised the values: 
of milk recording. Mr J. Musgrave, of 
Tarn Bank, Greysouthen, who is a pioneer 
of British Friesian cattle breeding in Cum- 
berland, extolled that breed as the best 
dairy breed in the world; and he claimed 


that it would produce milk more cheaply — 


than other breed. Mr W. J. Dent, Kaber 
Fold, Kirkby Stephen, who advocated 
Shorthorns for fell areas such as Caldbeck, 


said that Shorthorns, with careful breed- we 
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of £950.

BORDER NOTES. 

‘[PRREe has mainly held throughout the 
first five weeks of the year, with short 
periods of softening now and again. In 
some parts of the Borders, on high ground, 
fairly heavy falls of snow have taken place, 
but the- coverings have always got away. 
There has been’ nothing rough in the 
weather other than being seasonable and it 
should prove beneficial later on. Ploughing 
has been stopped but days are getting longer 
and leaway will soon be made up. The 
weather should be helping to make a good 
tilth, and the natural preparations for a 
good seed bed are satisfactory. At the 
present time there is rather a glut of oats. 
Seed oats are meeting a slow market around 
70s to 72s per qr. When seeding begins 
this price is likely to be increased consider- 
ably. .Quantities of milling oats are at 
present changing hands at 60s and even legs. 
Before the end of the year brairds of 
winter grain were far advanced. Some think 
they were too fresh, but the hard weather 
has checked the advance to a.desired degree. 
Yet on the lower lands pastures, while very 
bare, are strikingly green. Good supplies 
of cattle and sheep are still to be found on 
the market for the time of year, and a good 
trade is beimg experienced. ‘Turnips are 
holding out a great deal better than anyone 
anticipated, but it isn’t likely that there 
will be many good ones rolling about. fields 
in the end of April. If the lambing fields 
can be satisfied that is the main thing. One 
compensating feature is the possession of a 
lot of very high quality hay, whether it be 

seeds, meadow, or hill. 
As anticipated, potatoes are not keeping 


as well as one would like, and a considerable | 


amount of disease is apparent. Young pigs 
are not coming forward in numbers equal to 
the demand. They are meeting a fast 
market between £4 and £7 10s, and keeping 
calves are extremely dear. Half-bred ewes 
are in grand winter trim and the same 
applies to hill stocks. Cheviot and Black- 
face stocks have go far had a grand winter, 
and the general condition is above average. 
The roughest part of the season was during 
tupping time, but how much that difficulty 
Was overcome or otherwise cannot yet be 
foretold. Meantime, prospects are good.—

THE SALE. 
HIGH PRICES FOR BULLS. 


The sale which was opened on Tuesday 
was conducted by Mr Oliver Cumming, 
who sold the cows and heifers, and Mr 
Harry Fraser and Mr Norman Cree, who 
sold the bulls. Buyers and sellers were 
very pleased to learn that Mr Lovat Fraser, 
who has taken the principal share of the 
selling at these events since the early years 
of the century, is making a good recovery 
following an operation in Edinburgh last 
week There was only a moderate attend- 
ance when the heifers were being sold, but 
the hall was packed during the greater part 
of the sale of bulls. Exporters were buy- 
ing freely, and many cattle were bought for 


North America, Argentina and South 
Africa. The all-round average of £123 12s 
4d for 93 females showed a reduction of 


£21 6s 4d compared with last year’s average 
for 59. The principal customer for heifers 
was U.S.A. 

The trade for bulls, however, showed a 
marked improvement compared with last 
year. The 202 bulls sold on Tuesday 
realised a total of 79,588 guineas, and 
averaged £413 14s. On the opening day 
last year 179 bulls were sold for a total of 
44,551 guineas and an average of £261 6s 
7d, and two years ago 155 on the opening 
day averaged £446 15s 6d. A dozen bulls 
in the classes sold on Tuesday realised 
prices exceeding 1,000 guineas, the highest 
being 6,600 guineas for the reserve cham- 
pion, while three others sold at 5,000 
gumeas each, and three more from 3,000 
guineas to 3,200 guineas. The genior and 
junior champions and reserves were sold 
after the second class of bulls had been 
disposed of. 


SALE OF FEMALES. 


The first prize two-year-old heifer from 
Millhills was purchased at 400 guineas by 
Mr Les. Mathers, Mason City, Illinois, 
U.S.A.; but the highest price was 600 
guineas paid by Mr F. W.«Moralee, Hilton, 
Duns, for the third winner from the same 
herd. A red heifer from Northern Ireland 
was acquired at 130 guineas by Mr Grant 
Campbell, Moffat, Ontario, and British Live 
Stock Exports (thorugh their representa- 
tive, Mr F. W. Harding, Chicago), bought 
three at prices from 120 guineas to 200 
guineas. 

Mr W. F. Ferguson’s female champion, 
Moy Crocus 2nd, winner in the older class 
of yearlings, was started at 200 guineas, 
and at 850 guineas was bought for Cal- 
rossie. This was 50 guineas more than the 
re of her full sister that was champion 
ast year. Mr Grant Campbell paid 350 
guineas for Sir J. Rennie Izat’s third 
winner in the class, and Mr J. C. Crinlan, 
Maisemore, paid 140 guineas to Mr W. W. 
Franks for a heifer that was 11th on the 
short leet. Other 16 heifers in this were 
bought at prices from 100 guineas to 280 
guineas by British Live Stock Exports, who 
also took seven heifers in the younger class 
at 100 guineas to 200 guineas. These 
yearling heifers “bought by Mr Harding 
included six at prices from 100 guineas to 
170 guineas (average £183) for Miss Greer 
Garson, an American film actress, who is 
starting a herd of white Shorthorns in New 
Mexico.

LICENSING OF BULLS. 
New Regulations. 

New bull licensing regulations have been 
made by the Secretary of State for Scot- 
land, announces the Department of Agri- 
culture for Scotland. These regulations 
have been made with the object of raising 
the standard of bulls in Scotland, after 
full consultation with the agricultural in- 
terests concerned.. They will. come into 
operation on Ist June, 1950, and will be 
reviewed in two years’ time in the hght 
of experience. As compared with the pre- 
sent regulations, the principal change will 
be the issue of five types of licence instead 
of one type, namely :— 

A BEEF BULL LICENCE (A)—For 
a pedigree beef bull registered or eligible 
for registration in the herd beek of a 
beef cattle breeding society as approved 
foy purposes of bull heensing.« 

A BEEF BULL LICENCE (B)—For 
a beef bull not eligible for an (A) licence 
but which conforms to the standard laid 
down for pedigree bulls of that type by 
an approved beef cattle breeding society 
or association. The regulations prescribe 
that the issue of this type of licence will 
cease after 31st May, 1952. 

A DAIRY BULL LICENCE (A)— 
Hor a pedigree dairy bull registered or 
eligible for registration in the herd book 
of an approyed dairy cattle breeding 
society, whose ancestors (dam and dam 
of bull’s sire) have attained prescribed 
standards of milk yields and butter-fat 
content in two lactation periods of 305 
consecutive days. 

A DAIRY BULL LICENCE (B)— 
For a dairy bull not eligible for an (A) 
licence, but which conforms to the 
standard laid down for pedigree bulls of 
that type by an approved dairy cattle 
breeding society. (Provision is made in 
the regulations for a Dairy Bull Licence 
(A) to be substituted for a Dairy Bull 
Licence (B) if and when the prescribed 
standards of milk yields and butter-fat 
content have been reached). 

A BULL LICENCE (C)—For a bull 
not eligible for any of the foregoing 
licences but in respect of which the Secre- 


tary of State is satisfied that a licence 
should be granted in exercise of his 


powers under the Improvement of Live 

Stock (Licensing of Bulls) Act, 19381. 

Licences granted under the new regula- 
tions will be valid in Scotland only. The 
owner of a bull of the prescribed age 
(namely, ten months) brought imto Scot- 
land on and after Ist June, 1950, must 
apply for a Scottish bull licence within 14 
days from the date of the animal’s entry 
into Scotland. Scottish bull owners are 
reminded that under the Act they have a 
statutory duty to perform when they sell 
a licensed bull. They must hand over to 
the new owner the relative licence in respect 
of. the bull at the time of sale and also 
notify the Department of the name and 
address of the new owner. Within ‘one 
month the,new owner of the bull must send 
the relative licence to the Department so 
that it can be formally transferred to him.

There is nothing to show 
in the printed returns that decision had to 
be made on off-hand work when _ the 
aggregates appear equal. Such a position 
indicates that the various points are not 
properly appraised. Just prior to “‘ Within 
sight of Lammermuir’s ’’ letter, I learned 
of the re-issue of Judges’ Points. While 
I cannot doubt that the printers produced 
the latter free of charge, it is difficult to 
understand how. such errors could be 
‘‘ printers’ errors.’’ They look more like 
the results of inefficient compiling or proof- 
reading. To the generally: interested indivi- 
dual some clarification of these assessments 
should be made, and it should be within 
the powers of the management to create a 
table of values which can provide a decision 
obviating a second reference to any parti- 
cular point. If a dead heat then occurs, a 
re-run seems to provide the best answer.—

THE OPENING. 

As already mentioned, the show was 
officially opened on Tuesday afternoon, this 
duty being performed by Rt. Hon. Col. 
Walter Elliot in presence of a‘ large and 
representative attendance of visitors. Mr 
Victor Warren, Lord Provost of Glasgow, 
pres'ded, and in course of some remarks 
he said the main feature of the show, 
apart from its growing interest to people 
interested in agricultnre—particularly in 
dairy herds—was the fact that if was giving 
the people of Glasgow an opportunity to 
see, something of what happened on the 
land.

“The official milking trials were held on 
Sunday, and the judging of the cattle (in- 
spection classes) took place on Tuesday.

agricnlitural produce and as a great market 
for these products. The dairy industry, he 
remarked, had a right to be considered as 
one of the great industries of Great 
Britain and particularly of the South-West 
of Scotland. Though he understood the 
Friesians were making a lot of running in 
the show, the people of Glasgow and of the 
South-West had a very warm corner for the 
Ayrshires, which had been produced in the 
South-West and were one of the great 
breeds of the world. Glasgow people, he 
remarked, were interested in home produce 
and home achievements. ~ 

Continuing, Col. Elliot said he had been 
interested, when Minister of Agriculture, 
in the development of the use of milk, in 
the founding of Milk Marketing Boards, 
and in the introduction of the milk-in- 
schools scheme. Fresh milk, he added, was 
of all things the most valuable for the 
growing creature—whether it be calf or 
baby. \ ; 

Regarding milk production, Col. Blhot 


said they were coming to the point where, 


efficiency would be of vital importance. 
Milk was no longer on the ration. Efficiency 
and cheapness would come—and to secure 
cheapness a healthy milk-giving animal was 
perhaps the most important. The “‘cleaning- 
up ’’’of herds, which had gone further in 
Scotland than in England, would have to 
go further yet. Denmark had gone much 
further than we had in the matter, ‘‘ In 
1987,’’ he went on, ‘‘ they had 26 per cent. 
of their herds ron-reactors; in 1947, 97.4 
er cent., and in 1948 it was brought up 
rs 99.2 per® cent., which is, practically 


speaking, 100 per cent. clear, Dfting that 
time tuberculosis in humans has fallen off 
—and that is a great lesson to us, particu- 
larly in Scotland where we are all uneasy 
about the rise in the tuberculosis rate.”’ 

They were now, Col. Elliot remarked, 
engaged in the marriage of agriculture and 
health and the bringing together of town 
and country. That was a great ideal. They 
were greatly indebted to all associated with 
the promotion of the dairy show, and he 
expressed ‘great pleasure in declaring it 
open. 

A vote of thanks was accorded to Col. 
Elliot on the call of Mr Harold Brown, 
convener of the Kelvin Hall Committee, 
and Sir Guy Shaw Stewart acknowledged 
the co-operation of the Society’s Commit- 
tee and of Glasgow Corporation in the 
organisation of the show. 


AYRSHIRES. 


There was a good turnout of Ayrshires, 
and the aged cows in particular were out- 
standing. In the opinion of, many breeders, 
some of the exhibitors in putting ‘forward 
thet entries had sacrificed 
qualities to milk yields, and this was 
perhaps shown most in the two cow classes. 
On the whole, however, Ayrshire breeders 
are to be congratulated on putting forward 
such a creditable display. As at the 1948 
show, there was strong competition from 
English breeders—in fact, the first prizes in 
all three classes went South of the Border. 


There was an exceptionally good class 
of 40 aged cows, which were given the 
complete ring to parade in before the short 
leet was drawn out. Finally, the judges 
selected 23, eleven of which were placed. 
There was little to choose between the first 
and second winner, but the red ticket was 
awarded to Galley Lane Amoria 8rd, a 
seven-year-old cow shown by Mr Richard 
Barbonr, Galley Lane, Bletchley, Bucking- 
hamshire. This cow showed plenty of breed 
character, was gay on parade, and well set 
on her hind legs, but perhaps a little strong 
in her teat. Her daughter won the inspec- 
tion and the milking trials at London Dairy 
Show in 1948. She is by Bargower High 
Grade (34327) out of Torrerie Amoria 2nd 
(98678). Mr Barbour, who is one of the 
most prominent Ayrshire breeders in the 
South, went to Buckinghamshire some 
years ago, and his father Mr Adam Barbour, 
Auchengibbert, is a noted figure in the 
South-West of Scotland. A favourite with 
many of the ringsiders wag Kildavanan 
Lustre (32566), an eight-year-old from Mr 
Thomas Lochhead, Kildavanan, Rothesay, 
which was placed second. She is a daughter 
of Bruchag Stamina (89720) out of Kil- 
davanan Charm 4th (85544) and is a par- 
ticularly nice dairy cow, with very good 
hind vessel, and the best of feet and legs. 
Balig Sheila 3rd (75536) was third. This 
six-year-old cow bred by Mr Thomas Black, 
Balig, was shown by Mr J. M'‘Ilwraith, 
Eggerness, Garlieston. She was perhaps a 
little off bloom, and consequently did not 
take the eye like the first two, but she is 
nevertheless a grand type of dairy cow. She 
is by Bargower Silver Boy (47944) out of 
Low Milton Star (11973). “Mr D. 
M‘Alister, Nether Ardroscadale Rothesay, 
was fourth with the home - bred 
Ardroscadale Rose 9th (73374), a daughter 
of Bruchag de Luxe. This five-year-old is 
a nice dairy-like cow, and her gaiety in 
the ring impressed many. A pleasing type 
of dairy cow, Eyton Beatrice (80144), 


shown by the noted English breeder, Mr, 


W. H. Slater, Eyton Farm, Wellington, 
Shropshire, was fifth. 


There were 80 animals paraded in the 
younger cow Class. The judges quickly 
selected a short leet of 19, and after a walk 
round the ring, the number was reduced 
to 11. Again the red ticket was awarded 
to an English breeder when the Scottish- 
bred Dale Phyllis (14704), shown by Mr 
an! Mrs Dudley Beck, Darland Hall, Ros- 
sett, Wrexham, headed the class. This cow 
was bred by Mr J. A. Barron, Langhaugh, 
Brechin, from whom she was purchased in 
August, 1948, after having been awarded 
first prize and second reserve champion at 
the Angus Show that year.

Another member of the 
noted M ‘Alister family, Mr James 
M‘Alister, Bruchag, Rothesay, was second 
with Bruchag Mand 2nd (28258), by Meikle 
Kilmory Silver Crest, out of Meikle Kil- 
mory Maud 7th. She was perhaps a little 
bare in condition, and was hardly so good 
in her hind legs as the winner, but she 
shows. great promise. A typical milky cow 
came in third from Messrs James Garven 
& Sons, Tandlehill, Beith. This was 
Tandlehill Orange Blossom 2nd (96313), 
by Ardroscadale Duplicate, out of Tandle- 
hili Orange Blossom. She gives every indi- 
cation of being a first-class milker, being 
deep in her flank, with capacious vessel and 
well-placed teats.

Opper- 
man’s Stuart Mistal by Dunrod Bonny 
Briar, out of Wheatrig Mistal 8rd, which 
was third. She was carrying the best vessel 
in the class, and should develop into a 
really good dairy cow. The well-known
